WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Hay-Pauncefote sub- 
stitute for the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
came before the Senate today, but 
merely in the form of a motion to 
remove the seal of secrecy from it. 

The motion was agreed to without 
discussion. This failure on the part 
of Senators to say anything about its 
provisions does not imply that the 
opposition which developed yesterday 
among friends of the Nicaragua Canal 
has abated in the least. 
apparently growing stronger among 
men who were counted on as advo- 
cates of the canal scheme. 

It is due principally to provisions 
forbidding the United States to fortify 
the proposed waterway and preventing 
this government from controlling it ex- 
clusively. Statements made in the 
Senate yesterday by Senators Hoar, 
Platt of Connecticut and Hawley in 
criticism of the neutralization articles 
represent fairl ythe opinion of friends 
of the cana! bills, who are Snding fault 


Unquestionably the matter has be- 
come serious, and this ts realised by 
the administration and those Senators 
who want the Morgan or Hepburn 
Canal Bill to pass under any circum- 
stances. It is becoming evident that 
the treaty will not get through the 
Senate with the no fortifications” 
clause in it. One prominent Republican 
Senator who has been an ardent ad- 
vocate .of the canal scheme, and who 
said yesterday that he could not see 
what ground there was for the objec- 
tions of Hoar, Platt and Hawley, ad- 
mitted today: that he was not pleased 
with the provisions forbidding the 
United States to fortify the approaches 
of the canal and to prevent its use by 
an enemy of this country in time of 
war. 

Altogether the chances of ratifica- 
tion of the treaty without alteration 
are not of the brightest. It is likely, 
however, that friends of the canal 
scheme who feel they cannot sanction 
the treaty as it stands now, will en- 
deavor to induce the President to with- 
draw the treaty and arrange a substi- 
tute with md Britain. 


ANTI-ALLIANCE SEI SENATORS. 
BRING FORTH AN AMENDMENT. 
F. EARLY AM. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from 
Washington says that at a hurriedly - 
called meeting of the various Senators 
tonight (Monday,) it was determined 
to oppose the ratification of the Clay- 
ton-Rulwer treaty as-it applies to the 
Nicaraguan Canal, which was abro- 
gated on Saturday. The leaders in the 
opposition are Senators Platt. and 
Hawley of Connecticut: Mason of Illi- 

nois, and several others. 

The treaty is regarded, in effect, by 
some of the most conservative Sena- 
tors on both sides, as an offensive and 
defensive alliance with Great Britain; 
that it closely associates the two coun- 
tries in the control of a purely Amer- 
ican project; that under the provisions 
the United States abandons the right 
to defend its own property in return 
for the promise of assistance from 
Great Britain wherever assistance for 
the maintenance of the canal’s neu- 
trality shall be required. 

Instead of the treaty being ratified 

promptly, the opposition to its accep- 
tance in the present form will insist 
upon its being referred to the Com 
mittee on Foreign Relations for revis- 
ion, and with instruction to insert the 
following: 
“The contracting parties further en- 
gage that when the canal shall have 
been completed the government of the 
United States shall have the right, in 
case the United States is at war with 
any nation, to take temporary posses- 
sion of, defend and fortify the canal 
and its approaches without prejudice 
to the commercial! rights of any other 
nation guaranteed by the neutrality of 
the canal.”’ 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
treaty in its present shape cannot get 
through the Senate. 


TEXT OF THE TREATY. 
CONTINGENCIES PROVIDED FOR. 
A. P DAY REPORT.)

called the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to 
the construction of euch canal under 
the auspicts of the government of the 
United States, without impairing the 
‘general principle’ of neutralization es- 
tablished in Art. VIII of that con- 
vention, have for that purpose ap- 
pointed as their plenipotentiaries the 
President of the United States and 
Her Majesty the Queen of Great Brit- 
ain Gnd Ireland, and Empress of In- 
dia, the Rt. Hon. Lord Pauncefote, 
G. C. B., G.C.M.G., Her Majesty’s am- 
bassador extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary to the United States. 

“Who, having communicated to each 
other their full powers, which were 
found to be in due and proper form, 
— agreed upon the following arti- 
cles: 

“Article 1. It is agreed that the 
canal may be constructed under the 
auspices of the government of the 
United States, either directly at its 
own cost or by gift or loan of the 
money to individuals or by corpora- 
tions, or through subscription to or 
purchases of stocks, or shares, and 
that, subject to the provisions 
of the present convention, the said 
convention shall have and enjoy the 
rights incident to such construction as 
well as the exclusive right of provid- 
ing for the regulations and i anage- 
ment of the canal. 

“Article II. The high contracting 
parties, Jesiring to preserve and main- 
tain the ‘general principle’ of neu- 
tralization establishetd in Article VIII 
of the Clayton-Bulwer 
adopt as the basis of such neutraliza- 
tion the following rules, substantially 
as embodied in the convention between 
Great Britain and certain other powers, 
signed at Constantinople, October 19, 
1888, for the free navigation of the 
Suez Maritime Canal; that is to say: 

“First—The canal shall be free and 
open in time of war as in time of peace, 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations on terms of equity, 80 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any nation or its citizens. or 
subjects in respect of the conditions 
or charges of traffic or otherwise. a 

nd—The canal shall never be 
blockaded nor shall any right of war 
be exercised nor any act of hostility 
committed within it. 

“Third—Vessels of war of a belliger- 
ent shall not revictual nor take any 
stores in the canal except so far as may 
be strictly necessary, and the transit 
of such vessels through the canal shall 
be effected with the least possible de- 
lay in accordance with the regulations 
in force, and with only such intermis- 
sion as may result from the necessities 
of the service. Prizes shell be in all re- 
spects subject to the same rules as 
vessels of war of the belligerents. 

“Fourth—No belligerent shall embark 
or disembark troops, munitions of war 
or warlike materials in the canal ex- 
cept in case of accidental hindragee of 
the transit, and in such c the 
transit shall be resumed with * 10 
sible dispatch.

ters longer than twenty-four hours at 
any one time except in case of distress 
and in such cases shall d as soon 
as possible, but a vessel of war of one 
belligerent shall not depart . within 
twenty-four hours from the departure 
of the vessel of war of another B bellig- 
erent. 

“Sixth—The plant and establishment 
bulldings, all works necessary to con- 
struction, maintenance and operation 
of the canal, shall be deemed 
thereof, for the purposes of this con- 
vention, and in time of war, as in time 
of peace, shall enjoy ample immunity 
from attack or injury by belligerents 
and from acts calculated to impair their 
usefulness as part of the canal. 

“Seventh—No fortifications shall be 
erected commanding the canal or the 
waters adjacent. The United States, 
however, shall be at liberty to main- 
tain such military police along the ca- 
nal as may be necessary to protect it 
against lawlessness and disorder. 

“Article III. The high contracting 
parties will, immediately upon the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this con- 
vention, bring it to the notice of other 
powers and invite them to adheré to it. 

“Article IV. The present convention 
shall be ratified by the President of the 
United States by and with the advice 


by Her Britannic Majesty, and 
ratifications shall be exchanged at 
Washington or at London within six 
months from the date hereof, or earlier 
if possible. 

“In faith whereof, the respective 
plenipotentiaries have signed this con- 
vention and thereunto affixed their 
seals.

PASSES GOEBEL RESOLUTIONS. 
IA. F. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON (Ky.,) Feb. 6.—Thirty-four 
Representatives and thirteen Senators 
are in London, all Republicans, but 
Senator Hays. Lieut.-Gov. Marshall 
was expected, but telegraphed that he 
would not be here today. 

The moutaineers have departed, and 
with the exception of the Barbours- 
ville Guards, the legislators and news- 
papermen are the only strangers here. 
The House of Representatives convened 
at 12:05 o’clock p.m. on the ground floor 
of the Laurel County Seminary. 

Owing to the absence of Speaker 
Trimble, Representatives Haswell and 
Bethurem were nominated for Speaker. 
Haswell declined to allow his name to 
be used. Bethurem’s nomination was 
made unanimous. He accepted the 
chair and was sworn in by Judge 
Brown of the Circuit Court. 

The following resolutions were intro- 
duced and adopted unanimously: 

“Whereas, William Goebel, a member 
of the Senate of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, died on the third day of Feb- 
ruary, his death being caused by a 
wound inflicted at the hands of an un- 
known, assassin. therefore, be it, 

‘Resolved, by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the commonwealth of 
Kentucky: 

»First—That we regard the crime as 
an outrage upon humanity and the fair 
name of Kentucky. 

“Second—That we deeply sympathize 
with the relatives and friends of the de- 
ceased in their time of bereavement. 

“Third—That as a mark of respect 
to his memory, this House shall now 
stand adjourned until 12 o’clock noon 
Wednesday, February 7, 1900, and that 
these resolutions be spread on the 
journal.“ 

The House adjourned until tomorrow.

SENATOR BOYCE’S TRIBUTE. 

The first Senator to second the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Bard was Mr. Boyce of 
Santa Barbara, who gave a brief sketch 
* Bard's life. In part Mr. Boyce 
said: 4 

“Fellow Senators: Representing, as 
I do, in this body, the county of Ven- 
tura, I feel that there is imposed upon 
me a momentous duty as well as a 
grateful pleasure, in rendering tribute 
to an esteemed friend and in the name 
of Ventura and Santa Barbara cou, es. 
I rise to second the nomination of 
Thomas R. Bard. 

“Mr. Bard was born in Chambers- 
burg. Franklin county, Pa., in the 
month of December, 1841. He is de- 
scended from that sturdy and virile 
race which has furnished to this coun- 
try some of her noblest sons; a race 
which mingles in its current the blood 
of two of the peoples which have given 
energy and force to the British em- 
pire—the Scotch-Irish; the stock from 
which springs our noble President, 
William McKinley. The father 
Thomas R. Bard was a distinguished 
lawyer, for a long time the leader of 
the Franklin-county bar. His son re- 
ceived an academic education in the 
Chambersburg Academy, whence he 
graduated at the head of his class at 
the age of 18 years. 

“Beginning the study of his father’s 
profession, on account of his health, 
he soon adopted an open-air pursuit 
and went into the field as a civil en- 
gineer. There he laid the foundation 
of an experience which afterward emi- 
nently fitted him for the conduct of 
the great enterprises which he subse- 
quently developed and controlled. 

“Becoming connected with a local 
railroad, he located in Hagerstown, 
Md., where he was at the breaking out 
of the civil war. Before becoming 
of age he was identified with the Re. 
publican party at a period when the 
profession of those principles could 
only be maintained at the risk of one’s 
personal safety. A natural organizer. 
he formed one of the earliest union 
leagues for the support of the govern- 
ment, and through its instrumentality 
the House of Delegates of Maryland 
was saved to the Union at a time of 
sorest peril. Having distinguished 
capacity in his chosen profession, he 
was, at the early age of 21, placed at 
the head of the transportation depart- 
ment of the Cumberland Valley Rail- 
road at Hagerstown. 

“It was during these trying times 
that his unfolding character and worth 
attracted the attention of that skillful 
and accomplished captain of industry, 
Col. Thomas A. Scott, then acting as 
Assistant Secretary of War. His un- 
erring judgment detected in young 

the man to be entrusted with 
the control of great enterprises. 

“At the early age of 24 he was chosen 
by Col. Scott to come to California to 
develop the petroleum industries on the 
Pacific Coast. Mr. Bard came to Cali- 
fornia, early in 1865 and shortly there- 
after took sole charge of an invest- 
ment involving a miliion of dollars, 
and a quarter of a million acres of 
land, situated in what is now Ventura, 
but then forming a part of Santa Bar- 
bara county in Southern California. 
Since that time Thomas R. Bard has 
been identified with every leading in- 
dustry there; and the steady develop- 
ment of that county, and its fertile val- 
ley of Santa Clara of the south are 
chiefly due to his masterful mind. 

“Without any inherited fortune, or 
other advant than those which re- 
sulted from his natural capacity and 
energy, Mr. Bard has accumulated 
large wealth, by the development of 
natural resources, throu execu- 
tive ability, untiring industry 
sound business judgment. 

“He has developed, in Ventura, and 
is now interested in Los Angeles, in a 
large oil Pe. controlled by the 
Union Of] Company; he is ‘the presi- 
dent and director of banking interests 
in Ventura and Los Angeles, and con- 
ducts a large warehouse and shipping 
business, as well as immense farming 
and agricultural interests. 

“Since his residence in this State he 
has been prominently identified with 

y in his own locality, and has 
received recognition from the party of 
the State, being twice chosen as a 
delegate to the national convention, 
and as an elector in the eampaign of 
1862, he had the dietinguished honor 
of being the only Republican elector 
on his ticket to enter the electoral col- 
lege of this State. 

“He has ever ben forward in con- 
tributing his means and counesl to the 
success of his party in every cam- 


paign. 

“While these characteristics have 
made up his public career, his private 
character is the subject which those 
who know him best, must ever most 
sincerely admire.

“Our 500 men afterward made pris- 
oners, had fallen into a trap from 
which they failed to extricate them- 
selves. Consequently, when the rest 
of the force had been rallied upon a 
defensive position in the rear, the gen- 
eral had not forces sufficient to warrant 
a fresh attempt upon a selected point 
of attack. 

“In any case the men who had been 
by this time on the move for over 
twenty-four hours on the stretch, who 
had just completed seven hours of 
marching through the night, and who 
had been actually under arms for up- 
wards of sixteen hours, were so dead 
beat that the severe hill fighting was 
quite beyond their powers. During the 
actual retirement from the hills at- 
tacked—or rather under which we were 
ourselves attacked in anticipation— 
men were falling asleep in the open 
ground, under fire after or before using 
their rifles. No sooner did they halt 
to fire than they fell forward sound 
asleep. An officer told me that he 
awoke several such men by kicking 
them soundiy, and then insisted upon 
their continuing their retreat to a 
place of safety. 

“The guns were at first in the same 
trap as the infantry, and were com- 
pelled to retreat some distance over 
very difficult ground before they- could 
come into action, even then in a poor 
position with most inferior com- 
mand. During «his movement a gun 
was lost in consequence of being stuck 
fast, and the struggling horses were 
shot down by the enemy.” 

Describing the retreat from Storm- 
berg to Molteno, another special corre- 
spondent at Sterkstrom writes: 

“Then we had the humiliating expe- 
rience of being chased back all those 
weary ten miles to Molteno, retreat- 
ing as fast as we could in small groups, 
sometimes crouching against the right 
side of the road—the Boers being. on 
our left flank—sometimes making our 
way into the cornfields or along the 
interminable yeldt, or now and again 
falling prone’ on the ground as a shell 
came hissing overhead, waiting with 
breathless suspense until we heard its 
dull thud as it struck the ground; 
then, with an exclamation of thank- 
fulness as we found the uncanny thing 
did not burst, up and off again, rav- 
enously hungry and utterly fatigued as 
we were, harassed and hurried by the 
Boers, who accompanied us for a dis- 
tance of eight miles with the attentions 
of their artillery. At last, when the 
majority of our forces, which had left 
the night before, so full of promise and

TAYLOR DELIBERATING. 
A P. DAY REPORT! 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 6.—The 
news of the agreement reached last 
night at Louisville was received with 
gratification in Frankfort. The strain 
of the last ten days has been very 
great, and any lessening of the tension 
was most welcome to the members of 
both parties. Not a single member of 
the Legislature, Democratic or Repub- 
lican, is in the city, and none is ex- 
pected before late in the afternoon or 
tomorrow. 

Gov. Taylor refused to discuss the 
‘agreement until it has been brought to 
him. He said it would be neither right 
nor courteous for him to do so. He, 
however, made the assertion that if the 
Goebel law is repealed and an election 
law given to the people of Kentucky 
which will insure a fair and honest 
count of the votes as cast, he will al- 
low no personal ambition of his own 
to stand in the way of a peaceful ad- 
justment of the troubles. 

Judge Yost and Mr. Sweeney, the Re- 
publican attorneys, arrived from Louis- 
ville at 10:30 o'clock, Gen. Dan Lindsay 
of Louisville being with them. They 
had the agreement and carried it at 
once to Gov. Taylor's office, and the 
door was locked upon all outsiders. It 
was generally believed that Gov. Tay- 
lor will.accept the agreement. 

At 11:30 o'clock Gov. Taylor said 
he would make no public statement 
regarding his attitude toward the res- 
olution of the Louisville conference un- 
til tomorrow. “A legal proposition has 
been submitted to me,” he said, and 
I wish time to consider it.

SENATOR CLARK Ss 
WITNESSES GIVE THEIR SIDE.

ACCUSED SAID TO HAVE BEEN cox. 
SPIRED AGAINST.

Marcus Daly's Operations in His 
Fight Against the Millionaire Gone 
Over—Objectionable Bickford Letter 


Read After Much Wrangling Among 
Attorneye—Day’s Testimony. 


IA. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The contro- 
versy over the election of Senator Clark 
of Montana before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Elections began today with an- 
other wrangle between attorneys on the 
respective sides over the letter inter- 
cepted in Mr. Campbell's office, while 
it was being carried from Mr. Bick- 
ford’s office by Ben Hill. Campbell pre- 


sented the letter, asking as he did so 


that it be returned, as it might be im- 
portant to have it in a suit in Mon- 
tana. 

To this request Mr. Foster took ex- 
ception saying that as the letter was 
not the property of the prosecution 
they had no right to its return. This 
brought Senator Edmunds to his feet 
with the declaration that the defense 
could only get the letter by a process 
of law, With which,“ he said, we will 
be glad to accommodate them in Mon- 
tana or elsewhere, 

Chairman Chandler cut the contro- 
versy short by announcing that he had 
the letter in his possession and would 
himself hold it for the present. The 
letter was read. It was on paper con- 
taining the card of Walter M. Bickford, 
and is as follows: ＋ 

“BUTTE (Mont.,) Aug. 13, 1899. 

“My Dear Root: I have had a talk 
with Mr. War this morning and with 
Mr. Falk. When you next see Falk 
find out from him what his expenses 
would be and ask him about McIntyre 


as a lawyer. Perhaps the expense 
money was thought too little. 
“Yours, 
[Signed] W. M. B.“ 


The envelope was addressed Jesse B. 
Root. Politeness Mr. Hill.“ 

The first witness of the day was State 
Senator Philips of Chateau county, 
Mont. (Rep.,) who had voted for Mr. 
Clark. He said he had known Mr. Clark 
for thirty years and that in a talk 
with him he had told him that if the 
Republicans voted for a Democrat for 
the Senate the Democrat must be a 
protectionist. Mr. Clark had then an- 
nounced himself as in favor of a tariff 
on lead, wool and other raw material 
and as an expansionist, and had agreed 
to write a letter defining his postiton. 
This letter, the witness said, was writ- 
ten, but he was not able to produce it. 
Mr. Philips admitted having talked 


with State Senator McKay at the Re 


publican legislative caucus and con- 
cerning Mr. Clark’s candidacy, but 
denied that he had told that gentleman 
that he could get $15,000 for a vote for 
Clark, and of having told him that 
Representative Ingersol was to get 110, 
000 for his vote. 

State Senator Cullen (Dem.) from 
Dawson county, who had voted f 
Clark, contradicted flatly the testimony 
of Mr. Whiteside to the effect that he 
was to have received $15,000 for his 
vote for Clark, saying that it had not 
been offered nor had he received any 
consideration for his vote. Cullen is a 
railroad conductor on the Northern Pa- 
cific, and he referred to a conversation 
he had with Marcus Daly on the train 
in December, prior to the meeting of 
the Legislature. He said that Daly 
had brought up the subject of the con- 
test for the United States Senate, ask- 
ink him what he thought of the outlook. 


Witness said he had replied that he 


thought Clark would be elected. To 
this, he said, Mr. Daly had reniled: “I 
will tell you that every man who votes 
for Clark will be published as a boodler 
and bribe taker. If you fellows elect 
Clark I'll see that he never takes his 
seat in the Senate.” 

He had not voted for Mr. Clark on 
the first three or four ballots because 
of the Whiteside exposure, but had 
been assured by Clark in a conversa- 
tion that the exposure was the result 
of a conspiracy, and that the money 
was not his. He had intended, when 


elected, to vote for him, and then. after 


making further investigations. decide4 
to give him his vote as he had orizi- 


nally intended. 


On cross-examination Cullen sald that 
his family had spent the winter in 
California on account of Ill health, but. 


that he had borrowed the money for 
them to live on. He denied having told 
Mr: Whiteside’s brother that he had 
“Seen Clark and fixed the thing.“ and 
that Whiteside was a fool if he did not 
get $15,000 for his vote. 

Harry Ringwalt of Great Falls de- 
tailed a conversation he said he had 
with Mr. Whiteside previous to the 
meeting of the Legislature. He was at 
that time deputy County Treasurer. 
Mr. Whiteside had come to him, asking 
him to enter into a scheme to prevent 
Mr. Clark's election to the Senate. He 
knew I had been a friend of Mr. Daly.“ 
said the witness. 

“He said o me: ‘You are just the 
man I want, as you are an old-timer 
and know a lot of people.“ Whiteside 
added: ‘I want you to go to Helena 
with us, and assist us in a fight on 
W. A. Clark to prevent his going to 
the Senate.’ I asked him what he meant 
by us,“ and he replied that he meant 
Mr. Daly and his friends. He added 
that I might as well get into the band 
wagon and take a ride—that if I would 
do what he wanted me to do, see the 
legislators, etc., I could make a pile of 
money, more of it in two or three months 
than I could make in my then posi- 
tion in as many years. I declined, and 
Whiteside then told me to keep quiet 
and I would hear a bomb explode soon; 
that he was going to spring a sensa- 


that there was $50,000 in it.” 

Mr. Ringwalt also said that Mr. 
Whiteside had told him as early as 
1897 that he was going to get even with 
the Helena people and Mr. Clark for 
their part in the State capital fight. 

On cross-examination Mr. Ringwalt 
said that he had never told this story 
before because he did not want to get 
mixed up in the matter,

CANAL TREATY. 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


the Secretary of War is authorized to 
enter into contracts for its completion 
to the amount of $140,000,000, the money 
to be provided in regular annual ap- 
propriation bills as it shall be needed. 
There Is no reason to expect any seri- 
ous efforts to delay the bill in either 
house of Congress. Its opponents are 
so few as to make such efforts hope- 
less, and the prospects are that a vote 
will be reached in both houses after 
short debates. When Mr. Reed was 
Speaker he was able to prevent consid- 
eration of the bill in the House, but 

peaker Henderson is heartily in 
favor of it, and will aid in expediting 
action. 

Chairman Hepburn's present plan is 
to try to secure consideration of the 
bill by unanimous consent. Speaker 
Henderson has intimated to him that 
this can probably be secured. If there 
is objection to consideration by any of 
the opponents of the measure, Mr. 
Hepburn will then apply to the Com- 
mittee on Rules for a special order, 
and he has no doubt of its being 
granted, as all the members of the 
committee are in favor of the bill. 

In the Senate the financial bill will 
have the right of way until February 
15, but after that has been acted upon 
Senator Morgan intends to call up the 
Canal Bill and push it to a speedy 
vote. There will be some opposition 
from Senators who think it would be 
wise to wait for the report of the 
Walker commission, but few members 
will oppose the bill in its present form. 

Senator Morgan is confident the Ca- 
nal Bill will Congress at the pres- 
ent session. He has assurances that a 
large majority of representatives - 
vor the passage of the bill without. - 
ther delay. In the Senate some of the 
friends of the bill are impatient to have 
it taken up and passed some morning 
during the morning hour. The only sub- 
stantial opposition comes from Sen- 
ator Caffery of Louisiana, who will 
probably insits on debating the subject 
at length. 

“Friends of the bill,“ Senator Mor- 
gan said, “are satisfied the American 
people fully understand the provisions 
of the measure and recognize the im- 
portance of prompt action. Under the 
circumstances its advocates will not 
waste time in discussion. So strong is 
the sentiment in the Senate favorable 
to the bill that it could be taken up 
tomorrow and passed with not more 
than five or six votes against it. There 
is a general understanding, however, 


cial Bill, now pending, and therefore I 
probably shall not call up the Canal 
Bill until the Financial Bill is disposed 
of. The latter measure is to be voted 
on one week from next Thursday. 

“I do not believe Senator Caffery 
proposes to filibuster against the bill 
when it is taken up. He desires to pre- 
sent objections to the proposed bill, 
and I think will content himself by 
explaining his position to the Senate, 
after which a vote will be taken. I 
have no fear as to the result, as the 
Senate has twice passed a similar bill, 
and the bill is perfectly well under- 
stood by all of the intelligent people 
of the United States.“ 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, says there is no 
—* as to the passage of the Canal 

More than two-thirds of the Senate 
favor the bill.“ he said, “and it is not 
likely that the small opposition will in- 
terpose any unnecessary delay to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill. The very 
small minority in opposition require a 
few days to present their views, and 
friends of the bill will give them every 


reasonable opportunity to be heard. 
Unless some unforeseen les arise 
the bill should be as the 


financial measure is out of the way.“ 

Senator Harris, who with most ener- 
getic friends of the bill on the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber has had sev- 
eral conferences lately with Represen- 
tative Hepburn of Iowa, who advocates 
a smaller appropriation than is car- 
ried in the pending bill, and the pros- 
pects are that a satisfactory agreement 
will be reached for a limited appropria- 
tion by the present Congress. 

“It will be difficult to stay the passage 
of the bill, now,” said Senator Harris, 
“as the American people are thoroughly 
alive to the importance of building the 
canal without further delay. There is 
no intention on the part of the friends 
of the bill in the Senate to precipitate 
action, we feel that too much time has 
been allowed to pass without getting 
down to actual work on the canal. The 
time is ripe for beginning the construc- 
tion of the canal and the whole coun- 
try, without regard to politics or sec- 
tion, demands action by Congress at 
this session.”

PERPETUAL NEUTRALITY. 

SECRETARY HAY DETERMINED. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Secretary 
Hay is determined that the State De- 
partment shall observe with the most 
scrupulous fidelity whatever obligation 
may rest upon it toward Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica in the matter of the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal. It 
has not been possible to move in that 
matter pending the removal of ob- 
stacles in the way of the canal build- 
ing presented by the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. There has not been the slight- 
est disposition to ignore the govern- 
ments of our sister republics in the 
matter, but in the view of the depart- 
ment it would not have been dignified 
or safe to make overtures to them be- 
fore the United States had acquired 
the power to deal with a free hand with 
the canal vroblem so far as Great 
Britain was concerned. Now, however, 
the department will address itself to 
the governments of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, looking to the acquirement 
of whatever privileges are deemed es- 
sential to the construction of the canal 
and its operation. 

About the same time, or rather as 
soon as the Senate shall have ratified 
the treaty and the ratification shall 
have been exchanged, the department 
will address identical notes to the 
great maritime powers of the whole 
world to secure their adhesion to the 
project for the perpetual! neutrality of 
the canal.

Opposition is Expected, but in Case 
of Rejection a Modified Version Will 
Probably Be Tried—Document Cov- 
ers the Questions of Terms, Arbitra- 
tion, Carloads and Quality. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The contract which whole- 
sale grocers and dried-fruit jobbers of 
New York are going to ask California 
producers to sign is liable to create op- 
position among the latter. Producers 
are to be asked to agree to it, and if 
they reject it there will probably be 
an effort to force it, or a modified ver- 
sion of it, on them. The text of the con- 
tract is as follows: 

Terms—F.o.b. cars at common ship- 
ping points in California, seller fo 
make draft at sight with bill of lading 
attached, less 1% per cent. discount., 
draft to be made payable upon arrival 
and examination of goods. Examina- 
tion to be made and report to be made 
thereon by buyers to sellers or their 
representatives within five days from 
presentation of first notice or arrival, 
record of transportation company pre- 
senting such notice to constitute date 
of delivery of such notice. 

Arbitration—Ali differences arisin 
under this contract respecting shipment. 
quality and all other questions, if not 
settled by mutual arrangement, shall be 
adjusted by arbitration in New York 
City, one member of the Board of Ar- 
bitration to be appointed by the Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association of New York 
City and vicinity, to represent the 
buyer, and one arbitrator to be selected 
by the seller to represent the said 
seller. In case these arbitrators fail 
to agree, they shall submit the matter 
to a third disinterested party, whose 
decision shall be final; either interest 
against whom decision is rendered to 
adjust and settle obligation promptly. 
Arbitrators to be paid $5 each by party 
against whom decision is rendered. 

Shipments—All merchandise affected 
by this contract to be shipped as may 
be ordered by buyers, provided that 
such shipment is ordered via one of the 
regular transcontinental routes. 

Carloads—Uniess expressly stipu- 
lated otherwise in this contract, a car- 
load of dried fruits, raisins and prunes 
is to consist of 500 fifty-pound boxes, or 
1000 twenty-five-pound boxes, or if 
shipped in other packages, not less than 
24,000 pounas gross weight nor more 
than 26,000 pounds gross weight: nuts 
not less than 20,000 pounds, nor more 
than 22,000 pounds, subject, however, to 
such changes as may hereafter made 
by transcontinental lines.

THE SEARCHLIGHTS. 

In wandering about Schenectady at 
night you may be startled by the sud- 
den emergence of a church steeple or 
a factory chimney out of the prevail- 
ing darkness in a glare of white light, 
and its sudden disappearance, It is a 
searchlight, that is playing around the 
neighborhood, directed from a platform 
en one of the highest roofs in the elec- 
trical works. All the searchlights for 
the United States navy are made here, 
as well as some for other navies, and 
this is a branch of the business in 
which care is required, for on ship. 
board all devices for controlling lights 
have to be confined in water-tight 
boxes. There is at present a lieutenant 
of our navy and one of the Russian 
navy residing near the works for the 
purpose of overseeing and testing the 
lights. A white target has been 
erected on a hillside 6000 yards away, 
and the lens and mirror must be 80 ac- 
curately adjusted that the target can 
be pic up at night when the light is 
aimed in conformity with certain 
usances. And the glass coverings in 
front must not be too loose nor too 
tight, for in the one case they would 
admit water, while in the other the 
heat generated by the arc light inside 
would break the casing; hence the glass 
has to be put in somewhat loosely in 
strips. The beam of the searchlight 
has been seen, it is said, a hundred 
miles when thrown from high moun- 
tains, but it is more officially declared 
that the longest range thus €ar is from 
Milwaukee to Chicago, a distance of 
eighty miles. Thirty-inch lights at sea 
have made signals that were read 
twenty miles away. And not only are 
ships nowadays provided with electric 
lights, but with electric blowers, boat 
hoists, ammunition hoists, winches and 
the like, while the Kentucky and Kear- 
sarge operate their turrets by electric-

ere is a constant process of unloading by 
compact and well-organized financial interests 
into the hands of scattered and unskilled spec- 
ulators who have not the same experience and 
adroitness in protecting their holdings nor 
the same resources for maintaining them. The 
progress of a bull movement almost inevita- 
bly results in the transfer of holdings from 
strong to weak hands and leaves the market 
vulnerable to gttack by bear operators who 
are able to 
prices and uncovering margins. Even today 
attempts by bear operators were in evidence 
to force decline but the general demand for 
stocks continued so good and the large hoid- 
ings are still in such strong hands that the 
market resisted bear assaults and presented 
a hard and unyielding surface, even at points 
where realizing was going on.

THEORIES ADVANCED AS TO THE 
8 NATURE OF COMETS. 

astronomical section of the 
Southern California Academy of Sci- 
encch held its monthly meeting last 
evering at the residence of J. D. 
Hooker, No. 325 West Adams street. 
W. Knight acted as chairman, 
owigg to the indisposition of B. R. 
Baumeardt. J. D. Wood of Riverside 
read papers on the “Hypothetical His- 
torysof a Comet,” and the “Comet of 
the August Meteors.” A general dis- 
cussion of the papers followed their 
reading. 

Inf his hypothesis as to the forma- 


tion pt comets Mr. Wood went back to 
the Hime preceding the formation ot 
the Bosmic system, mentioning one of 
the mighty suns which had begun to 


throf its raye across the reaches of 
space wherein swayed clouds of gas 
and fold dust particles which later 
were; to become world systems. In a 
voleanic burst of power this sun threw 
out om itself a mass of matter in a 
gasequs or nebulous condition. Being 
freedifrom excess of vity this mass 
soon was millions of miles distant. 
Expanding by reason of the intense 
heat @vhich it contained the mass of 
matter rushed away into space—a neb- 
ulous; cloud.

gravily as time went on to con- 
densagions and a cometic body was 
form. The quantity of matter was 


of n@ great amount, and in conse- 
quenge the comet was hardly more 
compacted than a gravel bed in which 
may pe imbedded pebbles, stones and 
rocks?

from the cometic control, their par- 
tiles having velocities too great for 
the cpercion of gravitation, yet some 
portiqh had been shut in on the quick 
condepfeation of stony or metallic

After the constitution of the solar 
system with eight larger planets in 
established courses, the course of the 
comet became almost entirely shaped 
by our sun and came finally within a 
comparatively short distance of the 
earth, being disturbed in its motions

WANTED TO PLEAD GUILTY TO A 
BURGLARY CHARGE. 


Ormos Bertalon States That He 
Was Under the Influence of Drugs 
When He Was Caught Attempting to 
Enter the Boathouse at East Side 
Park and Knows Nothing About It. 


The case of Ormos Bertalon is a sad 
one. The court yesterday took much 
pity on him. He was arraigned before 
Judge Smith on a charge of attempt- 
ing to commit burglary, and he wae a 
most dejected specimen of humanity. 
His shoulders stooped; his eyes were 
sunken and tearful, and his hands 
twitched and _ trembled. He was 
merely alive in the depths of deepair. 
Bertalon claims to be suffering from 
asthma; his appearance e that of a 
gone consumptive. His voice is 80 
weak that he talks scarcely above a 
whisper. There was no one in the 
courtroom yesterday who knew any- 
thing about his alleged offense; he 
himself had no recollection of having 
done anything out of the way. 
Finally his attorney, F. H. Thomp- 
eon, Esq., offered a statement in his 
behalf that was pitiful. He stated 
that Bertalon had been a patient at 
the County Hospital for some time 
past, under treatment for terrific 
asthma. Last week—in the early 
part—his suffering became intense, al- 
moet unendurable, and a fellow-wards- 
man gave him a bottle of wine with 
morphine in ft. | 

In a short time Bertalon lost con- 
sciousness and wandered away from 
the hospital out to East Side Park. 
Here a special police officer found 
him attempting to effect an entrance 
into the boathouse, and put him un- 
der arrest, lodging him within the 
cold, damp walls of the City Jail. 

He was examined before City Jus- 
tice Morgan and held to answer to 
the Superior Court Yesterday Berta- 
lon wished to plead guilty to his in- 
formation, and was arraigned for that 
purpose. Judge Smith, however, re- 
fused to dispense any justice without 
a full knowledge of the circumstances, 
and the matter was continued unti} 
this morning for further hearing.

GOVERNMENT OF THE PHILIPPINES 


The report of the Philippine Commis- 
sion, recently transmitted to Congress 
by the President, recommends, among 
other things, that Congress should act 
as promptly as possible in establishing 
in the islands the territorial form of 
government. That is to say, that in 
the opinion of the commissioners the 
form of government which now prevails 
in the Territories of the United States 
should be extended to the Philippines. 
It is also recommended that, pending 
action by Congress, the President should 
put such form of government in force 
im the islands, and that as rapidly. as 
possible a public free-school system 
should be established. 

These recommendations appear to be 
wise, and it is to be hoped that they 
will be acted upon promptly. The 
Philippines are to all intents and pur- 
poses as much a part of the territory 
of the United States as is the main- 
land, and the most sensible, jusi, and 
expedient form of government for them 
would seem to be that of the Terri- 
tories. In fact, it is not apparent that 
we can logically or justly deny to the 
inhabitants of the island the benefits of 
the form of government enjoyed by 
the residents of other territory belong- 
ing to the United States. Some re- 
strictions will of course have to be 
placed upon the privileges of the fran- 
chise, until the Filipinos have been edu- 
cated up to the requirements and duties 
of free citizenship. But this is not a 
difficult matter. The restrictions now 
in force in several of the States would 
apply, without extensive modification, 
to the Philippines. It would not, in 
brief, be a difficult matter for Congress 
to adapt the Territorial form of gov- 
ernment to the islands, and an ex- 
tended system of new laws would then 
become unnecessary. 
The commissioners state in their re- 
port that they are unable “to find any 
means of assimilating the tariff of the 
Philippines with that of the mainland 
of the United States.” They recom- 
mend, therefore, that the fiscal system 
be kept distinct from that of this .coun- 
try. Speaking of this recommendation, 
the San Francisco Chronicle well says: 
“While it is a matter of regret that 
the commission did not happen to in- 
clude a member with the necessary 
fiscal experience to enable him to deal 
with a matter of that kind, it is fortu- 
mate that the President himself is a 
master of the subject. He has seen no 
difficulty in ‘assimilating’ the tariff of 
tropical Puerto Rico with that of the 
United States, and will doubtless, when 
the time comes, find no greater difficulty 
in assimila that of the tropical 
Philippines. There is, in fact, no diffi- 
culty in extending the revenue laws of 
the United States to the Philippines. 
The result will be immediately and pro- 
foundly beneficial to the Filipinos and 
it cannot be denied to them without 
the grossest injustice. Its effect on the 
people of the mainland will be precisely 
the same as the effect upon Iowa and 
Illinois, California and Florida, of an 
identical tariff. operating on the people 
of those States. In our opinion it will 
be quite as beneficial to the people of 
the States, as to those of the new ter- 
ritory, but whether it will be or not is 
a matter which should have been con- 
sidered before the treaty of 
Paris.” 
There is not much doubt as to the 
power of Congress to frame and main- 
tain a separate tariff and internal-rev- 
enue system for the Philippines, though 
the constitutionality of such action is 
questioned by some very well-informed 
persons. But the logical course would 
seem to be to extend all our laws over 
the islands, subject only to such modifi- 
cations as are absolutely necessary.

HONOLULU PLAGUE EPIDEMIC. 


MAJ. TAYLOR REJORTS CONDI- 
TIONS AS VERY SERIOUS. 

IA. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Surgeon- 
General Sternberg has received a re- 
port from Maj. Blair D. Taylor, sur- 
geon, U. S. A., in regard to the progress 
of the bubonic plague in Honolulu. His 
report is dated at the United States 
military hospital, Honolulu, January 
15, and says that up to that date there 
have been thirty-four cases of bubonic 
plague in the city of Honolulu with 
twenty-seven deaths. 

“The situation is very serious,” sald 
Surgeon Taylor, “as the disease has 
broken out in several isolated places 
outside of the originally infected dis- 
trict. One soldier of the Hawaiian 
National Guard is dead from the dis- 
ease, and a white woman from one of 
the stores in the principal district is 
now very III.

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SAN PEDRO. * 
VESSELS SUFFERED UP NORTH. 
SAN PEDRO, Feb. 6.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A number of the vessels 
which have recently arrived from the 
north at this port have suffered from 
stress of weather off the Oregon coast. 


| While calms have prevailed in this re- 


gion, tempestuous seas have raged up 
Puget Sound way. The American bark, 
Abbie Palmer, Capt. Ulberg, dropped 
anchor off Dead Man's Island Mon- 
day. She had aboard James D. Carne- 
gle, a seaman, with both legs broken 
below the knees, and a third of her 
deck load was missing. The Palmer 
was on her way from Tacoma to Ade- 
laide, Australia, with a cargo of 1.600. 
000 feet of lumber. On January 22, in 
the evening, when off the mouth of the 
Columbia River, with a southeast gale 
blowing, two heavy seas were shipped, 
and the deck load broke loose. Car- 
negie was knocked down, and a lot of 
lumber fell on him. When he was re- 
leased it was found that both bones of 
his legs were broken, and that he had 


suffered internal injuries. The storm 


lasted only about two hours. The 
cabin boy was a Japanese who had 
formerly had considerable experience 
in serving with a physician, and had 
picked up a fair knowledge of bone 
setting. The captain and the Japan- 
ese boy set the broken legs and did it 


-80 well as to receive compliments from 


the surgeons who examined the limbs 


after the Palmer’s arrival at this port. 
A box sultable for the afflicted seaman 
to lie in was constructed, and after 
the legs were bound Carnegie was laid 
‘in it. Fearing that the heat of the 
tropics would work against Carnegie’s | 


recovery, Capt. Ulberg changed his 


course and set in for San Pedro, which 
port was made after fourteen days’ 
sailing.

The bark Tidal Wave, Capt. R. Kalb, 
which arrived at this port Monday, 
weathered a perilous storm on January 
22 and 23, about sixty miles off the 
Oregon coast. The bark, which is an 
old vessel, had a cargo of lumber. A 
southeast gale worked up a flerce sea, 
and while the waves were still runni 
heavily, the wind shifted to westward, 
and 138383 a topping sea, which 
tossed the vessel fearfully. The waves 
broke over the deck load and left so 
much water over the deck that a fire 
could not be started to run the donkey 
engine. The panes were manned, but 
the leaks, which had evidently been 
opened by the severe strains to which 
the vessel had been subjected, kept 
gaining, till after twenty-four hours 
of wearisome hand labor there was 
seven feet of water in the hull and @ 
heavy list to port. About 60,000 or 70,- 
000 feet of the deckload of lumber was 
then thrown overboard, mostly from 
the port side, so as to right the vessel 
and lighten her. That raised her far 
enough out of the water 80 that the 
donkey engine could be started, and

umping with the engine, the water
